The Direct Tax Bill,

Which recemtly passed the House
of Representatives by a large ma-
jority, receives the following ex-
ﬁ:;ﬁon from the Philadelphia

“This direct tax was levied under
an aat of Congress passed ip 1861
for rdising muney to carry on the
civil war. The law impoeed on the
several States yearly payments ia
proportion to their populsation ; and
alter one payment the law was res
pealed, About $i5,000,000 was
paid in, and this sum, with 15 per
cent. commission, it is proposad by
the bill to return to the States. The
total amount is abeut $17,000,000,
of which the National Treasury
surplus weuld be relieved in order
to create a needless surplus in many
State Treasuries.

By passing this bill the House
has recognized the poliny of diss
tribning the surplusin the Treasury
ambhg the several States. Should
it become a law some of the legisla~
tive jobbery that is attraeted by
peedless sccumulations of public
meney would be transferred {rom
the Natiocal Capitol to the lobbies
of the several State Legislatures, and
the States wonld also have their
surplug, to attract the cormorants
that batten on public plander.”
